Hawks swoop into Finst Di 


ision Grand Final

ome might say that Soccer Is for the birds, 
but most would agree that birds of a feather 
flock together. 

On this occasion, at a decidedly icy Seymour 
Shaw Park on a windy August afternoon, Stanmore 
Hawks received some unexpected support during 
the crucial penalty shoot-out stage, which 
incidentally saw them home 5-4 against old foes 
Hurstville City Minotaurs. 

A large contingent of their followers gathered 
directly behind the goal where the showdown was. 
taking place, and though noisy, they were outsung 
by a gathering of kookaburras perched In the trees 
who kept up a dusk chorus throughout the 
proceedings. 

Stanmore had been clearty the better side on the 
day and fully deserved their victory, but had to 
endure the tension-charged shoot-out to achieve 
it. 


They were stung by a ninth minute free Kick, 
struck in typical nonchalant fashion by long range 
specialist George Kalogeras from 25 metres out. 
The low shot deceived Hawks’ goalie Paul 
Kyprianou, who may well have been unsighted as 
the ball flew past the wall of defenders and into 
the bottom left comer of the net. 

Four minutes earlier tough front runner Con 
‘Alpha’ Anagnostopoulos had burst away upfield 
after a big punt from a goal kick by defender Theo 
Katsaros. 

He also hit another at keeper John Mylonas, who 
was kept very busy, but was not needed on the 
stroke of half time when Oldridge got Michael 
ard away, only for the diminutive player to shoot 
wide. 

Eddie Briscoe and his men got going again after 
the break and looked even more solid, so it came as 
no surprise when they equalised in the 51st. 

Anagnostopoulos did well to shake off his marker 
and turn well inside the area before producing a 
shot which cannoned off the right post. Briscoe 
‘was lurking and drove the ball into the bottom 
comer from an angle. 

There were moments of unnecessary panic in the 
Hawks’ goalmouth brought about by some ill- 
judged backpasses, which put Kyprianou under. 
Pressure, but Minotaurs did not raise the tempo 
until the last ten minutes when they looked like 
snatching it by stealth. 

Firstly a cross from’ John Palapanis on the right 
was destined for the head of Louis Dounis, but 
Daniel Percy got there first in the 88th. 

Stanmore recovered and it needed a top save 
from Mylonas to deny Phil Cacclola, whose long 
range shot was just pushed out. 

In the last minute of normal time a quick throw, 
which had been flicked on by Oldridge, was met by 
Briscoe, and his drive was palmed away brilliantly 
by the Minotaurs' keeper. 

In extra time Dounis headed against the post; 
Tony Mihaljevic being the provider. An ensuing 
scramble saw Ben Willard hook the ball off the Jine 
to prevent the ‘Golden Goal’ going against his side. 

Mihaljevic was a late substitute and certainly 
sparked his team. He could have been unlucky not 
to earn a spot kick when brought down by Peter 
Kypreos in the second period. 

Briscoe looked set to score his second and the 
winner in the 115th when he lifted a ball over the 
keeper from wide on the right, but saw the balt 
skim the angle of the left upright. 

‘Alpha’ scooped the ball over from right in front, 
after a Briscoe cross, and was also denied by 
another top save from Mylonas, when the keeper 
was the only man left to beat. 

4n the shoot out Kyprianou was the hero by 
saving the first penalty from Minotaurs’ Louis 
Dounis. 

The others all put their spot kicks away, with the 
cool Briscoe wrapping up the result for The Hawks, 
to a crescendo of calling kookaburras after good 
goals from Lardis, Anagnostopoulos, Oldridge and 
Katsaros. 

Mylonas did not get near to any of them, while 
Kyprianou was unable to stop George Zabatakis, 
Kalogeras, John Manalopoulos and Ricky Somboli 
from netting without eventual reward. 

The Hawks — and the kookaburras — didn’t mind 
a bit in the final wash-up!

“If we are to get 
serious about going towards a 
professional national league, 
doors have to be opened even 
further for the fan who borders 
on whether to see a match or 
not. There seem to be barriers 
to the game progressing and 
we have to make the 
environment friendly not only 
for the Soccer fan but for the 
‘ones who would like to come 
but feel threatened by the type 
of atmosphere at some Soccer 
grounds.” 

Croydon has the distinct 
possibility of once again being 
part of the Premier League in 
1998. With the attitude of 
Rick Piotrowski, the Kings 
will surely give it their best 
shot!

Weird & Wonderful 
1929-30

heffield Wednesday's objective of 
hanging on to the top flight’s 
silverware was completed on May. 
3, 1930 when they defeated 
Manchester City 5-1 at Hhlsborough, 
In fact the ttle was already in the bag 
and the previous season’s victory 
margin was completely overshadowed 
Be ie ten point chasm to second 
faced Derby County, who finished 
three points clear of Manchester City 
and Aston Villa. 

This year saw 14 of the present 
Premier League teams playing in the 
division, Chelsea, Spurs, Southampton 
and Bamsley were all in Division Two, 
while Coventry City were in Division 
Three South and Wimbledon were not 
involved in League football at all. 

At the bottom, Burnley were seen off 
by the other Sheffield side - United. 
Grimsby and Newcastle finished just 
outside the relegation places and for the 
first time, Everton were relegated, just 
two seasons after they won, the league. 
They knew a final day victory might 
mean survival and this duly arrived 
en beating Sunderland by 4 goals to 


"However, Grimsby won 1-0 away at 
Huddersfield, Sheffield United beat 
Manchester United 5-1 at Old Trafford, 
Newcastle were victorious by the odd 
goal over the Hammers and Burnley 
thrashed second placed Derby 6-2. All 
five teams at the bottom came away 
with full points on the last day, thus 
leaving Everton stranded at the foot of 
the table. 

Blackpool and Chelsea finished first 
and second in Division Two, gaining 
automatic promotion. Oldham just 
missed out by a single win, At the 
bottom, Notts County finished last on 
percentages from Hull who couldn't 
avoid the second relegation place. 
Others in contention for the drop had 
been Reading and Bristol City, the 
crunch game coming on the final day 
when Hull lost nil-1 at home to the 
latter. 

Port Vale out-lasted Stockport County 
to win the Division Three North title 
with Plymouth Argyle, finally, winning 
the top spot to gain promotion in the 
south. Barrow finished bottom in the 
former with Merthyr Town repeating 
this piacine in the other division. In the 
northern section, York City who had 
replaced Accrington Stanley, managed 
a creditable sixth position, although 
some 19 points away from tha 
champions, 

The FA Cup saw Hull perform 
miracles in reaching the semi-final 
stages and managed to take Arsenal to a 
replay before losing by the odd goal. 
Huddersfield had inflicted one of 
Wednesday's few defeats of the season 
in the other match. The Final was 
staged in front of 92,000 spectators at 
Wembley and pitted together the two 
teams that Herbert Chapman was to 


make famous during this era. The 
previous week had seen them play out a 
drawn league match so a pretty close 
encounter was expected. 

An early goal by Alex James of the 
Gunners was followed by their defence 
being absolutely hammered for the 
remainder of the half as Town did 
everything but score the equaliser. It 
was left to the Gunners man, Jack 
Lambert to make the tie safe after a long 
fun down the field saw him draw 
Turner out of his goal before slotting 
home the his side's second goal of the 
game. More importantly this was the 
London team’s first FA Cup Final win. It 
‘was to be the start of a golden decade 
for the supporters down Highbury way. 

With Aldershot opening a new 
stadium at the start of the Southern 
League season, things looked good for 
the team. And so it was when the Shots 
won the Eastern Section from Millwall 
Reserves, Poole quit before the season 
had ended. They played all but four of 
their fixtures and their record was 
expunged from the books, helping 
Aldershot rise to the top of the table 
overnight. 

Grays Thurrock finished last and 
conceded 101 goals in 32 matches. 
They were not the only team in trouble 
as financial difficulties were crippling 
Kettering and Dartford 

In the Western Section, Bath City 
finished as champions of the league but 
lost the play-off Final 2-3 to Aldershot. 
Merthyr Town Reserves repeated the 
eos of the senior team by finishing 
ast. 

There were no surprises in the League 
of Scotland as Rangers won their fourth 
consecutive title. They finished five 
points clear of Motherwell with Celtic 
coming in a disappointing fourth. St 
Johnstone were to finish bottom with a 
meagre 19-points and Dundee United 
joined them in the drop. 

Leith Athletic and East Fife had a 
much closer battle in Division Two as 
they both finished equal on 57 points. 
The last day of the season had seen 
them both victorious with the Fife team 
notching a 3-0 result while Leith’s 
advantage was even greater in their 5-1 
win. Despite scoring 22 goals more 
than Leith Athletic, the title went against 
United on percentage but both teams 
gained promotion, Brechin City were 
well and truly stranded at the bottom 
with only 18-points, having conceded 
some 125 goals in 38 games. 

The Scottish FA Cup saw Rangers 
beat off a spirited Hearts performance in 
the semi-final to take on Partick Thistle 
on April 12 at Hampden Park. The first 
match remained goal-less so the match 
was replayed four days later. The 
second match proved far more 
entertaining with Thistle at least getting 
on the score sheet before losing by the 
odd goal in three to Rangers, who once 
again completed the domestic ‘double’.
